Washington, November 1.—Follow- 
ing summary contains the more essen- 
tial facts and issues of Tuesday's elec- 
tions, stated very briefly.

Thirty-four senators are to be elect- 
Of these thirty-four, seven of the 
seats are now held by democrats and 
twenty-seven by republicans. ‘The 
seven seats now held by democrats are 
all in southern states, so that they 
cannot lose any. It is conceded the re- 
publicans will lose some of their 
twenty-seven. 

The present senate is 55 republican, 
40 democratic, 1 farmer-labor. The 
republicans can only afford to lose 
seven seats. If they lose more than 
seven they lose control of the senate. 

A complete list of all the states that 
ean be regarded as to, any degree 
doubtful would include sixteen states, 
with seventeen senators: (Indiana 
elects two). The states, with the can- 
didates, are:

Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Illinois. and Washington. 

In New York both the republican 
and democratic candidates for sen- 
ator are wet, but there is an inde- 
pendent dry candidate; and the out- 
come as between the democratic and 
republican candidates will make a dif- 
ference in advantage to the wets. 

New York. 

Of the states in which the elections 

are most important clearly the first 


is New York. 
In New York Governor Alfred E.

Butler is the only 
candidate in this election in whose be- 
half President Coolidge has written 
a letter. It is commonly inferred that 
President Coolidge’s decision to go 
personally to Massachusetts on elec- 
tion day, instead of voting by mail, 
is inspired by. hope to set an example 
which will boing out the republican 
vote.

It so happens that the senators: who 
are up for re-election this year are 
those who were swept into office in 
the Harding landslide of 1920, while 
the house that is standing for a re- 
newal of its tenure was elected in 
the Coolidge landslide of 1924. Of 
the senatorial seats, seven now are 
held by democrats, and all of them 
are in the solid south, where the 
chances of an overturn are at the 
minimum. Five others — Oklahoma, 
Maryland, Kentucky, Arizona and 
Missouri—have oftener than not 
trained with their southern neighbors 
in political affairs in ordinary years. 
In addition independent republicans 
are in the field against regular repub- 
lican nominees in, New York, Illinois 
and Oregon, while in several other 
states local considerations, such as 
the recent Ku Klux Klan charges in 
Indiana, have interfered with the 
plans of republican managers. 


Democratic Claims. 


Oklahoma, Maryland, Kentucky, 
Arizona and Missouri are listed by 
the democratic dopesters as already 
won, although in every one of these 
states the republicans are claiming 
a narrow advantage. In addition the 
democrats profess high hopes of elect- 
ing democratic senators in Massachu- 
setts, New York, Ohio, Illinois and 
Colorado and figure they have a 
chance also in Idaho, . Neva- 
da, Oregon, Utah and Washington. 
In all of these states the republicans, 
on the other hand, count on a margin 
wide enough to keep the group safely 
in the fold of the dominant party. 

Many of the senatorial campaigns 
hold unusual elements of national in- 
terest. To help his friend Senator 
Butler in Massachusetts, President 
Coolidge not only broke his rule of 
silence but followed up a publie in- 
dorsement with a trip to Northampton 
to lend the support of his presence and 
cast his vote for the republican ticket. 
The reelection battle of Senator 
Wadsworth in New York has pro- 
vided a feature second in interest 
only to th: empire state’s fight over 
the governorship. In Lllinois the re- 
publican nominee, Frank L. Smith, 
has been opposed not only by the 
wets, but on the ground of revelations 
before the senatorial campaign expen- 
ditures committee, The same com- 
mittee has furnished some last minute 
thrills in Arizona, Washington and 
Oregon, while the effort of former 
Senator Pomerene, once a democratic 
power in congress, to defeat Senator 
Willis in Ohio, has drawn the atten- 
tion of the whole country. 

Local Issues For House. 

Like the senatorial and other state 
campaigns the struggle for ascendancy 
in the house of representatives has 
heen waged largely on local issues. To 
dissolve the present republican hold 
on the house the democrats must take 
36 seats now held by republicans.

in each of a score of states, and they 
count for help on the democratic 
swing they think they see in sena- 
torial affairs, But they do not appear 
as optimistic about the house as the 
senate and all predictions of a demo- 
cratic house majority are described 
by the republicans as preposterous, 
Nearly two-thirds uf the states are 
to choose governors tomorrow and 
most of the others vote“ for lesser state 
officers.

These pioneers saw 
quickly the vast possibilities of the 
little instrument which had just been 
invented by Dr. Bell, and which was 
considered little more than a toy in 
1877, just a year after the invention 
was made public. 

No Switchboard. 

In those days no switchboard was 
used. and the telephones were installed 
in pairs, The development of the in- 
strument by engineers came rapidly 
and with marvelous engineering skill. 
The perfection of the telephone ranks 
with the most revolutionizing inven- 
tions of all time. 

In the early part of 1880 the South- 
ern Bell company was formed and ied 
in the great expansion which followed, 
and some of the leading telephone men 
in the south today were active in the 
early development of the company. The 
first operator in an Atlanta exchange 
was Miss Mattie McCrary. who is still 
an active employee of the company. 
and who will be one of the guests at 
the dinner tonight. 

Discussions of the speakers will re- 
late to the growth of the company, 
the character of many of the early 
leaders, among whom was W. T. Gen- 
try, one of the men who perfected the 
present system.

Other local amendments provide that 
Crisp county cam issue bonds far 
hydro-electric developments; provide 
for increases in salaries for judges in 
Muscogee county; authorize Chatham 
county to issue bonds to pave a road 
to Tybee ; authorize McIntosh county 
to issue bonds for educational pur- 
noses, and authorize Lowndes county 
and the city of Valdosta to issue bonds 
for the Woodrow Wilson university. 

There is considerable interest in the 
ccunties concerned over local amend- 
ments, while over the state interest 
seems to center in the proposal to per- 
mit the governor to borrow an amount 
necessary to pay school teachers, and 
the proposal to provide for a vital 
statistics law. 

The former amendment will enable 
teachers to get salaries rather than 
deferred warrants, while the latter 
amendment, regarded as very impor- 
tant, will provide a statewide vital 
statistics law, which means that the 
state will have means of compiling 
figures of death, 
births and similar matter. 

The amendment allowing counties 
of 200.000 population or over to levy 
a tax for educational purposes applies 
to Fulton county only.

A 
minimum temperature of 28 degrees 
and a high mark of 94 degrees are 
records since the establishment of the 
weather station. : 

During the past month it rained 
8 days while 14 days were “all sun- 
shine“ days. The total precipitation 
for the month was 1.68 inches, or .66 
below normal, marking the month's 
weather dry as well as fair, Mr. von 
Herrman pointed ont. The heaviest 
24 bour period of rainfall came just 
at the end of the month, October 
30-31, and was recorded as having .69 
inches, There was one cold spell dur- 
ing the monthy the weatherman said. 
That came between October 24 and 
28. .Traces of snow and sleet fell 
during this period, on October 26. This. 
however, was too slight to record and 
by no means unique for October, Mr 
yon Herrmann said.

HOME CANNERS CAN'T CAN 
. VITAMIN. 

From time to time | have mention- 
ed here that factory canned tomatoes 
are nearly as good as fresh tomatoes, 
or rather the juice is, as a substitute 
for orange juice in the feeding of in- 
fants, because tomatoes canned in the 
factory retain much of their anti- 
scurvy vitamin, but tomatoes canned 
at home are practically useless for this 
purpose, 

This brings many protests or at 
least leading questions from house- 
keepers, such as this: 

“No home-canned tomatoes for 
baby! Shall I apologize or will you? 
Did you ever hear of home-canning by 
the one-period cold-pack process, the 
method taught in our Michigan boys’ 
and girls’ clubs. I am under the im- 
pression these are even better for the 
youngest member than those bought 
at the store.” (Mrs. H. K. W.) 

I have not intimated that home- 
canned tomatoes are not as good for 
the baby as they are for anybody else, 
but only that tomatoes canned at home 
do not retain the antiscorbutie vitamin 
as do tomatoes canned in the factory. 
I do not know precisely what the proc 
ess of canning this Michigan corre- 
spondent mentions may be.

of glass jars. with a slip cover or a

The First Trial Phones. 

In My Story of Atlanta” will be 
found the following brief account of 
the iutroduction of the telephone into 
the city, as follows: 

“The first demonstration tine was 
put up from a room in the Kimball 
house to the editorial room of The 
Constitution on the third floor of the 
paper's old building on Broad street. 
The agent who brought the telephone 
to Atlanta, Mr. Jeffries, wisiied to 
prove itt merits and get publicity for 
its utility. The wire was duly sirung 
over the tops of the intervening build- 
ings and a company of curious promi- 
nent citizens invited to test the ‘new- 
fangled contraption,’ : 
„The first of them to talk over the 
line was Julius L.

fice. Captain Howell took hold of the

Some Attendant Ineidents. 

The main reason why Atlanta was 
among, the first cities to set up a 
telephone exchange was that the Inter- 
national Cotton Exposition of 1881 
was then in progress here and attract- 
ing not only national, but internation- 
al attention and interest. The promot- 
ers of the telephone not only wanted 
it shown in the exposition but favor- 
ably demonstrated to all visitors from 
every quarter of the country. 

Hannibal I. Kimball, the director 
general of the exposition, and to whom 
I was private secretary, was just the 
man to adopt such an idea. He en- 
listed the interest of Gowernor Joseph 
E. Brown and his son, Julius, and 
they induced others, until the neces- 
sary 100 subscribers were obtained to 
warrant the setting up of the ex- 
change, Nine of the phones were lo- 
eated within the exposition and many 
of the others were subscribed for by 
men connected with it. 

It is rather amusing now to recall 
that neither The Constitution nor 
Captain Howell or Colonel Hemphill, 
or any other of the paper's staff, save 
myself, are included in the list of 
pioneer subscribers. None of them be- 
lieved it “worth the money,” but to a 
news-digger like myself, who was daily 
seuffing out sole leather padding from 
pillar to post, the telephone was a 
godsend, My use of it soon converted 
„the bosses” and they fell for phones 


‘upstairs and downstairs. 


In the first directory there were 
listed only 19 residence phones and 
that is explained by the fact that the 
wires could not be carried far out of 
the business center until a sufficient 
number of residences would subscribe 
and warrant the expense.

Mr. Allen today issued the follow- { 
ing statement in connection’ with the 
situation: 


“I feceived a majority of the votes 
in the 8 a mounting to 56 in 
number, and the local committee here 
has declared me the nominee four dif- 
ferent times. On one oceasion the 
local mittee stayed in session 
practically all day and all night in 
order to recount the Ballots and throw 
out the certain tie illegal ballots.

With the arrival Monday of the 
United Fruit company steamship San 
Bruno from Peurto Castillo, Hon-

Londen, November 1.—Chancellor 
Winston Churchill’s scheme to 
crease government revenue through 
taxation on betting is being tried to- 
day. The event marks a new era in 
the history of horse racing and also 


constituted a new wrin! in taxation. 
Classes as wide apart as churchmen 
and bookmakers strenuously are op- 
posed to the betting tax; the former 
because they declare it means gt 2rn- 
ment recognition of gambling, while 
the latter are against the tax because 


it cuts into their profits and makes 
the loser pay as much as the winner. 

The tax scheme, proposed by the 
chancellor of the exchequer and adopt- 
ed by parliament, provides that cvery 
bookmaker or individual who tikes 
bets on horse races must have n stamp 
on the ticket he hands out to the bet- 
tor in tura for the placing of his bets. 
On the other hand, the man who 
places a bet on a horse and loses, pays 
the same as the man wh» bets and 
wins. This factor is causing most of 
the uproar of opposition against the 
taxation among the rank and file of 
Englishmen. 

All the bookmakers must take out 
a certificate which they must pay for 
and obtain from the customs authori- 
ties. Special police inspectors and a 
erew of constables have been assigned 
to supervise and safeguard the tax. 
The bookies say they will kill the tax 
by enforeing it to the . but they 
are largely occupied. in concocting 
schemes to charge off the payment 
against their clients.
